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This is the day of huge figures; 
millions of light years to the more 
distant stars; millions of men under 
arms; billions of dollars in budgets;

W hile in this fram e of 
mind let's take a look at certain of 
the rocks in th e, m ountain slopes 
near Palm Springs. H old your breath 
for we are sailing back at least three 
hundred million years.

W e have nothing in our liv­ 
ing experiences with which to com­ 
pare such lapses of tim e. T hen how 
is the figure of three hundred mil­ 
lion years derived? 
T here are sev­ 
eral m ethods of approach, but this 
is not the place nor the time for too 
much of technical detail. 
Paleozoic metamorphics is the gen­ 
eral name given this group of forma­ 
tions. 
D on't let the big words both­ 
er you. 
T hey are quite simple when 
understood. 
Paleozoic is made up 
of tw o G reek words, m eaning an­ 
cient and life: metam orphic is, also,

Japan Victory 
World Menace 
Says Speaker 


Victory of the Japanese army over 
China and militarization of China’s 
millions by the Japanese would even­ 
tually bring about the long prophecied 
"yellow peril" was implied by Totn M. 
Elliott. speaker at the Masonic lunch­ 
eon club meeting at the Desert Inn 
Tuesday noon. 
Mr. Elliott, who spent 20 years in 
China, is acquainted with the foremost 
leaders of China, and he also knows 
many of the Japanese leaders. 
He 
told of the causes of the Sino-Japan- 
ese war and the probable outcome. ■ 
One of the startling facts present­ 
ed by him was that 54.5 per cent of 
the war materials used by Japan come 
from the United States, and that Ja­ 
pan could not continue to carry on 
the war if this supply was shut off. 
He said that American industry would 
not suffer if shipments of munitions 
to Japan were stopped, because a full 
year's supply for Japan requires only 
a week’s output of American factor­ 
ies. while strikes often shut down the 
American factories for a longer pe­ 
riod. 
His tabulations showed that Japan's 
imported munitions come from 
they 
following sources: 
China, 
1.7 
per 
cent; Belgium. 2 per cent; Germany, 
2.8 per cent; 
Dutch India. 7.4 
per 
cent; British Empire. 17.5 per cent; 
U. S. A., 54.5 per cent. 
Notwithstanding the war and the 
terrific slaughter of civilians by the 
Japanese armies. China is 
going 
to 
school, the speaker said. 
Students 
will not be accepted in the Chinese 
army, and as rapidly as their school 
houses 
are 
destroyed 
they 
move 
farther Inland and continue with their 
studies, he said. The leaders of China 
have undertaken the task to educate 
96 per cent of China's people as soon 
as possible. 
China is looking ahead five genera­ 
tions, he said, and is no longer look­ 
ing backward. 
Even if Japan does 
conquer the Chinese army. 
Japan, 
Manchukua, Korea, and other areas 
in that vicinity now 
dominated 
by 
Japan will become Chinese provinces, 
but with this difference, all 
of 
the 
Chinese Empire will be a highly mili­ 
tarized and educated nation, 
which 
may threaten the rest of the world.

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CHANGES IN PALESTINE 


The British government is faced with the nec­ 
essity of making major decisions in Palestine. 
It 
has recently sent 20,000 troops there to restore 
order between Arabs and Jew s,.but this can only 
be a preliminary to new endeavors to remove the 
grievances which lie at the root of the trouble 
that has arisen. 


These gievanees have been acerbated by for­ 
eign propaganda directed to increasing British dif­ 
ficulties in the Moslem world, but they could not 
have grown to their present dimensions without 
some actualities behind them. Among these is the 
Arab fears lest Jewish immigrants should become 
so numerous and influential as to change what for 
centuries has been a predominantly Moslem coun­ 
try into a Jewish one. 


Two years ago a British royal commission, 
under the late Earl Peel, advised partitioning the 
country to form three areas administered respec­ 
tively by the Jews, the Arabs, and the British. 
The Arabs saw in this an attem pt to oust them 
altogether from the Jewish zone, and they started 
what has become a fanatical crusade against it. 
They have sympathizers among influential Mos­ 
lems in the three surorunding Arab 
states 
of 
Transjordan, Xejd and Iraq. 


Their method has been terrorism supported 
by murder and arson, and so vigorously has 
it 
been pursued that law and order have ceased to 
function over considerable areas. 
An energetic 
policy of repression is now being pursued by the 
British authorities, while behind the scenes dis­ 
cussions are proceeding as to what is afterwards 
to be done. 
Much depends upon a report being 
prepared by a British “fact finding” mission un­ 
der Sir John Woodhead. 


There are several possible courses. The parti­ 
tion schem e might be persisted with under such 
modified conditions as might reduce Arab hostility 
to it. For this purpose it has been suggested that 
Jewish immigration might be further restricted— 
already a cut in the quota has been announced by 
the Palestine government— sales of land to Jew­ 
ish purchasers curtailed, a system of federation 
introduced, under which Jewish, Arab, and Brit­ 
ish-ruled areas might be brought under autono­ 
mous central rule, and steps taken to find land for 
hom eless Jews elsewhere. 


The Jews have shown most praiseworthy re­ 
straint under the terrible conditions with which 
the Arab rising has confronted them. 
The Arabs 
on the other hand, have only comparatively re­ 
cently been stirred up into such hostility to them, 
and there still exists a fund of ancient sympathy 
and understanding between the two races that 
may yet make itself felt for good.—Christian Sci­ 
ence Monitor.

NOT NEWS. MR. WEBB 


The ruling of Atty. Gen. Webb that morons 
may drive cars in California will not be news to 
the public, in view of the accident record and the 
amount of useless horn-tooting that goes on. But 
to admit it publicly is som ething of a comedown 
for a proud state, and the Attorney General, one 
hopes, blushed when he made the ruling. 


Officials, of course, are bound by the letter of 
the statute, and if there is nothing 
therein 
to 
justify a refusal of the Motor Vehicle Board to li­ 
cense a man for whom a court has found it neces­ 
sary to appoint a guardian because of mental de­ 
fects, the license must be issued. 


But since the automobile, 
in 
incompetent 
hands, is the m ost deadly weapon now manufac­ 
tured, it would appear that the Legislature could 
well take some action in the m atter when next it 
m eets. 
One would not equip the inmates of an 
asylum with machine guns.—Los Angeles Times. 


The Federal reserve board estimated today 
that industrial production increased about 5 per 
cent last month, reaching the highest level since 
October a year ago. That isn’t much, but it’s bet­ 
ter than a 5 per cent decrease. 


The Japanese population in Hawaii is now 
estim ated at 153,539, representing 37,31 per cent 
of the total. 
When the Japs get through with 
China they will probably go over and take Hawaii 
without asking Uncle Sam ’s permission. 


The fifth earthquake in a week has shaken 
Tokyo, Japan. 
Suppose they’ll blame that on the 
Chinese. 


"N inetecn-thirty-nine 
will 
be 
the 
best year for business and industry 
in a decade.” 
That sentence accur­ 
ately sum s up the views of num erous 
economic forecasters today. 
In their 
opinion, 
th e 
recovery 
m ovem ent, 
which was staggering and uncertain 
when it began seven or eight m onths 
ago, will continue to gain both 
in 
strength and velocity. 
The forecasters, of course, have been 
wrong before, and grievously so. But 
It is a fact th a t at present opinion is 
am azingly unanim ous as to th e plea­ 
san t prospects ahead for th e im m e­ 
diate future.

A nnalist puts it, "Recovery show s no 
signs of slackening." 
Biggest recent optim istic new s was 
the announcem ent of a 
trem endous 
spending drive by the nation's electric 
utilities. 
R epresentatives of 14 m ajor 
system s m et with the President 
in 
W ashington, and. as an A P dispatch 
phrases it. “Amid a display of friend­ 
liness which left the capital guessing 
. . . announced a far-reaching program 
to strengthen national defense 
and 
stim ulate industry by expanding pri­ 
vate power facilities.” Details involve 
spending at least $2,000,000,000 in the 
next two years (a sum double th e re­ 
cent rate of capital expenditure by 
the industry) 
and buying sufficient 
equipm ent to add 1.330.000 horsepow er 
to existing capacity. 
And this, “it is 
said, is only th e first stage—if plans 
go through as scheduled, still g reater 
expansion will follow. 


On the red side of the ledger, in the 
view of business generally,

way m anagem ent withdraw its

quest for a 15 per cent cut. 
The Pres­ 
ident has m et w ith George H arrison, 
representing railw ay labor, and John 
J. Pelley. president of the Association 
of Am erican Railroads, for a confer­ 
ence concerning what to do in the 
future. 
The railroads are unquestion­ 
ably in the w orst position of any m a­ 
jor industry. 
But there is a possibil­ 
ity that even this may have its bright­ 
er side—the A dm inistration is consid­ 
ered friendly to the lines, and inform ­ 
ed observers say that legislation 
to 
help the industry in one way or an­ 
other will lead next Congress' calen­ 
dar. 


Excellent augury is the autom obile 
industry's rapid em ergence from

This line of thought does not dis­ 
parage the wage-hour law: it merely 
indicates that along with protection of 
labor we need also goods for labor to 
use and enjoy.

F O R S A F E D R I V I N G 


Since darkness multiplies the chance 
of accident 
as 
compared with day­ 
light driving, motorists at this season 
should have headlights properly ad­ 
justed, be sure that tail lights are 
bright and lenses are clean, and com­ 
ply with all otiter requirements of law 
regarding lighting equipment, cautions 
the Automobile Club of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Attention is called to state law re­ 
quiring use of lowered or “courtesy" 
beams, if the car is so equipped, when 
passing approaching cars on the road. 
Such use previously was voluntary. 
The rule now requires lights to be 
dimmed when approaching within 50U 
feet of an oncoming car. 
Glaring headlights are prohibited. A 
test to determine when lights are glar­ 
ing. according to the Vehicle Code, is 
as follows: 
A lamp is deemed to be 
glaring if any part of the main bright 
portion of the beam strikes an object 
higher titan the lamp centers 25 feet 
or nlore ahead of the vehicle. 
In no 
event shall the main bright portion he 
higher than 42 inches at a distance of 
75 feet ahead of the vehicle.

Mail Holiday 
Parcels in 
Time 


In connection with “National Parcel 
Post Month,” which the United States 
Post Office Department is celebrating 
during the month of November 
in 
commemoration of the Silver Jubilee 
of this service Postmaster R. M. Gor­ 
ham reminds the patrons of the local 
office that Christmas parcels for for­ 
eign lands should be ill the mails with­ 
in the next two or three weeks, de­ 
pending upon their destination. 
About one week should he allowed 
for European parcels to reach 
New 
York from this point and pass through 
the Customs Department. 
The local postoffice lias a steamship 
schedule giving the latest dates of de­ 
parture from this country which will 
assure parcels arriving at their des­ 
tination for delivery before Christmas. 
This information will be gladly given 
to any one who makes inquiry at the 
post office. 
Dispatch to a few of the many for­ 
eign countries for

before 
Christmas is as follows:
